Calls for 114 additional men for ex- 
amination for the selective draft in the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, and for 300 more 
in the Twenty-fifth Ward, were a:- 
nounced today by the draft boards of 
those wards. At the same time, former 
Mayor F. H. Kreismann, chairmar of 
the Twenty-third Ward board, said an- 
other call would be mecessary in tha: 
ward, and that the second call might be 
equal in number to the first. 

The reason for an additional call, in 
each case; was that the boards feel 
sure they will not make up their ward 
quotas from the first batch of men sum- 
moned for examination. The number 
first summoned was, in most. wards, 
twice the ward quota. 

The Ninth Ward, having failed to ob- 
tain its quota of 134 men out of the 
first 984 examined, today issued-a call 
for registrants in that ward whose or- 
der of call numbers are 285 to 449, inclu- 
sive. 

The Twenty-third, Twenty-fiftth and 
Twenty-eighth are West End wards, and 
the Ninth is on the South Side. The 


~poards of the Fcurth, a‘downtow 2 ward, 


and the Eleventh, a South Side ward, 
have also decided that they will have 
to issue additional calls.

imity to real warfare. The men are 


looking forward to the gas experimenis 
with the greatest possible interest as giv- 
ing a touch of adventure to their train- 
ing. When the so-calied “‘gas house’ 
is completed the men will be put through 
a mixture of deadly vapor several times 
stronger than will ever be encountered 
upon the field of battle. 

Some German prisoners have «luimed 
that in their training they have endured 
periods of from five to ten minutes in a 


gas mixture 50 times as strong as could 


possibly be maintained in 
attack. 

The men are put through these intense 
mixtures to demonstrate to them that 
with proper care and use of their equip- 
ment they cannot be hurt by anv gas 
l‘kely to be encountered in the front line 
trenches. 

Methods of Dealing With Gas. 

It is a most important branch of the 
modern training of a soldier that he 
Should be convinced that there are many 
methods of eftectively dealing with the 
deadliest terrors of latter-day warfare: 
that careless, slovenly and unheeding 
soldiers are the ones who first succumb. 

It is even demonstrated to the soldiers 
that the terrifying Hquid fire can be 
avoided except in most extraordinary 
circumstances, such as being caught in 
a tunne! or in a dugout with the enemy 
in such a position that he can pour 
flames through the entrances. 

In training the Americans regarding

In gas training officers have to go 
through identical drills and experience. 
Ten seconds will be the outside limit 
allowed for the adjustment of helmets 
efter the gas aiarm has been sounded. 
The irereasing use of gas shells even 
from the longest range guns, makes thr 
carrying of masks far back of the line 
an impecative military necessary.

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 7.—Testimony that 
he was mistaken yesterday when he tes- 
tified that there was a debit of $500 
against Gov. James E. Ferguson's of- 
ficial account in the Temple State Bank 
on Aug. 23, 1916, was drawn from Henry 
Blum, assistant cashier of the bank- 
when he resumed the stand today at the 
hearing of the chargés against the Gov- 
ernor, brought by Speaker F. O. Fuller.

Senator Williams Cites Articles 
as “Voice of Genuine Ameri- 
canism;’’ Denounces Reed. 


“NATION TIRED OF TALK” 


| Declares It Is Time to Get To- 


gether and Pass Meas- 
ure. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—In the course 
of a speech in the Senate today, in which 
he “scolded” Senator Reed and other 
Senators who are holding up the food 
bill with their speeches, Senator John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi had read 
into the reeord two war editorials pub- 

lished in the Post-Dispatch, Aug. 3. 

“That is the voice of genuine Ameri- 
canism,”’ said Senator Williams, as the 
clerk finished reading the editorials. ‘‘It 
knows no North, no South, no East, no 
West and no party. 

“This ts not a question between Wood- 
row Wilson and Congress, between the 
administration and some Americans, un- 
less some Americans be disloyal. It is 
a question between America and Ger- 
many. It is time men in this chamber 
were lining up as pro-administration and 
pro-Amertcan or anti-administration and 
anti-American.” 

Time to Forget Party. 

“It is atime to forget party align- 
ments,”’ Senator Williams continued, 
“and I am giad to say that a majority 
of both the Democrats and Republicans 
have done so, but there is a small group 
on both sides who have formed them- 
selves 
anti-American party.”’ 

Consciously or unconsciously, he said, 
they had put themselves into the atti- 
tude of opposing everything that goes 
to carry on the war. 

“Tt is time for the majority of the 
Democratic and Republican parties to 
get together and say to these two little 
groups,’’ he declared, ‘‘‘You have 
danced your ballet, you have sung your 
song. America is tired of you, we are 
tired of you and want to do something.’ 

“Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson are al! 
setting examples. All three have proven 
their Americanism. They are tired, the 
country is tired, the House is tired; and 
two-thirds of the Senate is tired of this 
constant gabble-fest—this constant gab- 
bling about nothing. We're lagging 
through the dog days making everybody 
nervous and tired with talk on this bill 
that isn’t changing a vote. Why take 
up the time of the American people with 
this?’’ 

Senator Chamberlain, the administra- 
tion manager, and Senator Gore, whwu 
has been prominent in the opposition, 
clashed sharply during the debate yeu- 
terday after Senator Reed had maie 
another speech of more than three hours 
attacking the measure and Herbert C. 
Hoover. When Senator Gore impuied 
that the Senate conferees had yielded 
the Senate’s judgment to that of the 
President, Senator Chamberlain in 2 
vehement speech declared that the k- 
lahoma Senator had consistently ob- 
structed the food bill, and also otner 
administration measures. 

“TJ had rather be charged with f.l- 
lowing in the footsteps of the disiir- 
guished President of the United States 
in the conduct of this war,’’ said the 
Oregon Senator, “Crawling if you please 
on my knees and licking the dust fren 
his feet, as has been suggested 1€¢:-e, 
than to stand in opposition to him a.id 
conspiring with and treating with the 
enemies of the President.”’ 

Senator Gore denied obstructing the 
bill-or, as Senator Chamberlain had sug- 
gested, the army. draft law. 


Hollis Against Bill. 

Senator Hollis, who served prominently 
in drafting the so-called ‘leaders’ cum- 
promise” bill in the Senate, announced 
that he would vote against the conier- 
ence report because of elimination -f 
his amendment designed to exempt labor 
unions from the provisions of the bill. 

Most of yesterday's debate was oc- 
cupied by Democratic senators oppos- 
ing approval of the eonference report 
The Republicans were said by their 
leaders to be almost a unit for imme. 
diate and favorable action. 

Senator Reed read Provost Marshal- 
General Crowder’s recent statement on 
draft rioters, saying ne believed in en- 
forcing obedience to the selective draft 
law. but he did not know when the law 
was passed ‘“‘we were giving power for 
drumhead courtmartials to sit and con- 
demn men who run away.” 

Senator Hollis said the anti-hoarding 
section of the food bill would subject 
labor union heads who might call 
strikes on railroads transporting or in 
factories producing necessaries to two 
vears’ imprisonment and $10,000 fines.

STRIKES CAUSED 
BY MINE OWNERS, 


SAYS MSS RANKIN 


Woman Representative in Speech 
in House Blames Head of 
Copper Company. 


SCORES “RUSTLING CARD” 


Declares Miners Who Work for 
Better Conditions Are Put on 
Black List. 


WASHINGTON, Aag. 7.—Responsibii- 
ity for the labor troubles among metal- 
liferous mine workers in Montana, which 
has curtailed the output of copper and 
contributed to rioting was charged to 
John D. Ryan of New York, president of 
the Amalgamated Copper Co., today by 
Representative Jeanétte Rankin, in an 
address to the House. 

Abolition of the “rustling card” sys- 
tem, a plan by which the amalgamated 
companies decide what miners rhall be 
permitted to seek work in its properties 
would restore peace, Miss Rankin as- 
serted, ard added it was within the 
power of Ryan to take this step if te 
desired. Her efforts to convince nim 
of this fact by telegraph had produced 
no results, she said. 

Miss Rankin was speaking on a resolu- 
tion to give the President power to take 
over and operate metalliferous mines, 
which she offered today. It was refer 
red to a committee. 

Scores Card System. 

Miss Rankin declared she had made 
many futile efforts to interest Federal! 
officials in the Montana situation. After 
the Bisbee deportations, she said, Butte 
people appealed to her for help and on 
the night before Frank Little was 
lynched she received a particularily 
urgent appeal! which caused her to cail 
the Secretary of Labor by telephone 
after midnight. He asked her to see 
him the following day. 

“IT tried ali the next day wntil late 
in the evening and was still trying to 
see the Secretary on the following day 
when I received word fhat a man had 
been lynched,’ she declared. 

“This rustling card system,’’ she said, 
“has efficiently discouraged the mwn 
from organization. It has prevented 
them from obtaining the enforcement of 
laws requiring safety devices in the 
mines. It has caused them to hesitate 
to discuss their grievances on the ont- 
side. Conditions in the mines have 
grown more and more unsafe. I have 
had heart-breaking letters from the 
wives of some of the miners saying 
when their husbands went to work in 
the morning they never knew whetner 
they would ever return and they lived in 
constant anxiety. On June 8, 160 .nen 
were burned to death in a fire in one 
mine. This was the climax. The men 
stopped work. 

Appealed to Before Lynching. 

“The workers know they never would 
be safe as long as the rustling card sys- 
tem existed. For that system, every 
man who complained of conditions or 
reported dangers or endeavored to form 
an organization was laid off for one rea- 
son or another and it would be impossi- 
ble for him to obtain work again in any 
mine in Montana or elsewhere. It is 
easy to see.the necessity of abolishing 
the rustling card system.” 

Miss Rankin also declared the Amal- 
gamated Copper companies had refuse. 
to accept the 16.67 cents a pound for cop- 
per at which the Government had been 
purchasing and is awaiting action by 
the Committee on War Purchases. 

Representative Johnson of Washing- 
ton interrupted Miss Rankin to remark 
members of the I. W. W. should not 
‘‘squeal’’ when one of their members 
was hanged, “Ly decent citizens now 
and thén,”’ inasmuch as they had mur- 
dered a Governor of Idaho and planned 
the murder of the Governor of Utah.

Confers With Federal Trade , 
Commission, and Then De- | 
partment of Justice. |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—President 
Wilsén took a hand today in the 7 
Government’s plans for regulation of | 
prices and conferred with officials | 
who have the work in charge. First | 
he went io the Federal Trade Com-; 
mission and then went to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Both departments are working on 
keeping prices of materials for Gov- 
ernment’s war needs down to a reas- 
onable basis. 

The President spent half an hour at 
the Trade Commission, inquiring par- 
ticularly as to the investigation of the 
cost of producing coal, steel and lumber. 
_ After he left, the commission issued a 
brief statement concerning the confer- 
ence, which said: 
‘The President was here today to con- 
fer with the Trade Commission as to the 
progress being made in its cost deter- 
mining work now being conducted at his 
request.”’ 

To find a basis for prices to be paid 
by the Government for war materials, 
the commission is investigating produc- 
tion costs of coal, coke, steel, iron, pe- 
troleum, tin, aluminum, wire, zinc, cop- 
per, lead, cement and lumber. The cop- 
per investigation is about complete and 
a report will go to the President within 
the next two weeks. 

The next article on which cost esti- 
mates will be furnished is coal, and the 
commission hopes to have definite data 
within a month. 

The commission has found the steel 
costs slow work. Hardly a steel mill in 
the country, it is said, manufactures 
steel at anything approximating the 
same cost. 

The Trade Commission probably will 
make no recommendations as to a price- 
fixing policy, but its members foresee a 
difficult task if the Government tries to 
pay each producer for his output on a 
cost plus percentage profit basis in the 
coal industry. A plan.has been suggést- 
ed whereby a flat price will be paid, the 
system amounting to a virtua] pool, in 
which producers would sell to each other 
to make up deficiergties in supplies afd 
to arrange an average of cost.

“Purely from charitable instincts, I 
prepared, circulated and signed the peti- 
tion for a parole—nhot pardon—for A. H 
Frederick. I have never been under the 
slightest obligation to Frederick, nor he 
to me. We were co-directors in the 
World’s Fair. I knew him in the prime 
of life when he was an honored citi- 
zen. After he has suffered the penalty of 
his crime for more than two years it oc- 
curred to me that the law was vindicat- 
ed and that if I could get him a parole 
I might make him happpier and aid his 
wife and child, neither of whom I know 
of have ever seen. 

“If I made an error in this attempt 
I assume all the responsibility for it, So 
much for my signature to the petition 
for his parole. 

Identified With Charity. 

“My associates and myself, who pe- 
titioned the Governor not to pardon, but 
merely to parole August H. Frederick, 
had known Frederick only as a good and 
Christian man, who had for years past 
done much that was good for his fellow- 
man and more than the ordinary person 
for charity. For years Frederick had 
given his time to the Post-Dispatch 
Christmas festivals at the Coliseum, as- 
sisted the World's Fair enterprise and 
worked hard and conscientiously for the 
public good. 

‘*The best thing to give to your enemy 
is forgiveness, to your opponent toler- 
ance and to all men, Charity.” 

Weuld Be Like “a Trusty.” 

“It is common knowledge that trusties 
are permitted the liberty of moving 
about without the accompaniment of 
guards. \ve can see no difference, so 
far as the public interest is éoncerned, 
whether Frederick, being in the custody 
of the law, under parole, is confined 
within the walls of the State peniten- 
tiary or is given the liberty of moving 
about in a greater territory, always in 
the custody of the law and always sub- 
ject @® be taken back and again made 
t» feel bodily punishment, pain and suf- 
fering, if guilty of\the slithtest infrac- 
tion of the law or any violation of the 
conditions of his parole. He is still a 
convict in such case, the only difference 
being that he might be of some help and 
comfort to his innocent wife and child. 
The degradation that has been inflicted 
vpon him will remain with him to the 
end of his life.’’ 

Warren McGinnis, attorney for the 
Real Estate Exchange, and Frank Hei- 
menz, an attorney representing some of 
those whom Frederick defrauded, made 
arguments against the parole. 

McGinnis called attention to the large 
number of letters written to the prison 
board protesting against the parole and 
to the many signatures to the petition 
presented in opposition to clemency. 


There were 400 separate letters, he said, 


He declared that Frederick used his 


| political, social and religious prominence 
‘to defraud those who were most inti- 


t 


mate with him and who trusted him 
most. He reviewed the large number of 
forgeries of which Frederick was guilty. 
Heimenz, replying to the plea that 
Frederick’s mind was affected, called at- 
tention to the considerabie period during 
which he was carrying out his crimes 
and declared that during that period 
Frederick frequently testified in the 
courts as an expert on real estate values 
and that he ran for two high offices. He 
asked: “In the name of the widows ana 
orphans of St. Louis who were robbed 
of their savings by this man” that the 
parele be not granted.

That Hoover is maintaining a lobby 
‘“impudently interfering with the légis- 
latign of Congress.’’ 

That the food administration is an 
“infamous dictatorship with authority 
to apply the lash of. haste,” which the 
Missouri Senator alleges Hoover pro- 
poses to wield. 
“Promoter” Charged Aguinst Hoover. 

That Hoover is a “promoter engaged 
in the biggest promotion scheme he ever 
made and designed to control the Amer- 
ican market for benefit of the Britisn 
market.”’ 

That Hoover had appointed 13 agents 
at 13 terminal grain markets ‘“‘without 
authority of law, several of them be- 
ing native-born Englishmen, and one of 
them an American! bankrupt.” 

That Hoover plans to hand over com 
trol of grain exports to a gentleman 
who has not lived in America in a score 
of years—name not given. 

That Hoover had threatened to expose 
members of Congress who have opposed 
the Food Control bill. 

That Hoover had “gambled”’ with the 
Belgian relief fund and had “rigged the 

heat market” in this country although 

e had not personally profited from the 
transaction. 

That Hoover’s Americanism is open to 
question btcause he had lived much 
abroad and that his interests are in 
Europe. | 

That the Grain Export Co., a combina- 
tion of British companies, is to handle 
all shipments that go to England.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES iN 
THE FIELD, Aug. 7.—The six base hos- 
pital units of the United States army, 
on duty with the British forces, after 
working in the normal routine of the 
front for twg months, had their first 
taste of real war conditions during the 
opening days of the present big Flanders 
push. Under direction of regular offi- 
cers of the United States Medical Corps, 
the hundreds of doctors and nurses 
forming the New York Presbyterian 
Hospital, the Boston, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Cleveland and Sf. Louis units, 
have handled thousands of British 
wounded, working day and night since 

the offensive began. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent, after 
watching the collection of the wounded 
trom thé advance posts and riding with 
them on the light field railway down to 
the dressing stations and ambulances, 
visited the Boston and Chicago units, 
which are entirely American, and also 
the Harvard Medical School unit, with 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, where 
American doctors are working under 
British organization. The work of re- 
ceiving the wounded by train, from rail- 
way terminals behind the front almost 
to the doors of the hospital huts and 
tents, proceeded in perfect order. 

American Flag in British Zone. 

The American flag is flying over the 
hospitals in the British army © Zone, 
where American army surgeons’ are 
caring for more wounded today than 
they have since the Civil War. The 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, who visit- 
ed these hosy.tals, found that the 
wounded Tommies and the American 
surgeons and nurses had formed them- 
selves into a mutual admiration society. 
Neither side could say enough good 
things about the other. 


The oificers in command of the Chica- 


go and Boston units asked the corre- 
spor.dent to make clear that existing 
hospitals aud organizations were taken 
ove: entirciv in their present admirable 
order from the British. The British of- 
ficers commanding other hospitals in the 
fan.e a’ea whe have watched the way 
their American colleagues handled their 
jobs uncer the first real strain that has 
come upon them were emphatic in their 
appeciation of the fact thaf they have 
been working Cay and night during the 
late heavy ‘firing. 

In none of the three hospitals visited 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
there any overcrowding and the »({fi- 
cers in charge expressed their admi-:2- 
tion of the DBiitish army transport :ar- 
rangement” which supplied them with 
all the work they could attend to and 
no :nore. 

No Sign of Overcrowding. 

The members of the staff were work- 
ing hard, but every wounded. man had 
every attention. There were no signs 
of overcrowaing like that in the early 
days of the war when, after a great 
offensive, it was so evident that the 
hospital accummodations were not suf- 
ficient.

DEMOCRACY IN WAR TAXATION. 

There are two general features of the revised 
war-revenue bill reported to the Senate yester~ 
day which particularly arrest attention. 
first is the magnitude of the estimated levy. At 
$2,006,970,000 a year it is almost exactly three 
times the ordinary receipts of the Federal Gov- 
ernment before the war. 
the whole amount of money borrowed by the 
Government throughout the four years of Civil 
War. It is double what Great Britain is now rais- 
ing from war taxes. 

The second feature of this greatest of war tax 
bills ever known in the world is its distribution 
of the burden where it can most easily be borne. 
“Two-thirds of the additional revenue expected 
will come from the income and war-profit taxes,” 
says Chairman Simmons of the Finance Commit- 
tee in reporting the bill. 

Income taxes by this bill will rise to above 
$1,000,000,000 a year, yet they wil] not touch the

Fairness and justice as between all 
classes of the people have been consulted, for the 
most part, with the greatest care. In such har- 
mony with the ob’ccts of the war the country 
will meet the burden in the spirit which has im- 
posed it.

“Kill every man wearing a white shirt” was 
the general order under which the anti-draft riot- 
ers of Seminole County, Ok., have been operating. 
The disturbances caused by these rioters have 
heretofore been difficult of classification, but this 
slogan assists in putting them in their proper 
place, They resemble the disturbances which in 
me other less happily situated countries are 
allied agratianh disorders. The men responsible 
for them are not conscientious objectors to con- 
scription or to other forms of military service. 
They are against law, against government, against 
any organization society may adopt for its own 
protection, against clean linen, against the in- 
dustrious, against the well disposed. The Work- 
ing Class Unionists, as they call themselves, are 
the Industrial Workers of the World with some-| , 
thing added in the way of absurdities which per- 
haps even the I. W. W. would avoid. They are 
trouble-makers.who- make the draft law an ex- 
euse for raising cain. 
Such misguided movements have so far been 
rare in America, but are at least as old as Jack 
Cade’s time, who promised that seven half-penny 
loaves should be sold for a penny and a 10-hooped 
pot of bee: for the price of a pot of three hoops. 
The ability to tead and write was an offense pun- 
ished by hanging with one’s pen and inkhorn 
about one's neck, under Cade. That the Oklahoma 
Jack Cades shoot those guilty of the enormity of 
wearing a white shirt is a distinction without a 
difference.

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COWABDICH UNDER ANOTHER NAME. 
New York's first ‘conscientious objector” to the 
draft advanced the following astonishing explana- 
tion of his refusal to go to war: 

When I heard, as I did recently, that my 

poor old mother died of starvation in Russia, 
owing to the war, it took all the “pep” out 
me, and convinced me even more than ever 
that I ought not to fight. Nor will I work in 
a munitions factory. 
The young man’s choice of excuses is unfortu- 
nate. The very reason why he is unwilling to do 
his mite towards crushing the evil power which 
forced the war upon the World is the very reason 
that would make a man with blood inatead of 
skjmmed milk in his veins want to fight. If an 
army of Americans, every one of whom had this 
motive for revenge burning his heart, could be 
assembled, it would consecrate its services to the 
destruction of the Prussian autocracy at any cost. 
The excuse, however, is at par with most of the 
reasons thus far advanced by “conscientious ob- 
jectors,’’ outside of life-long religious training. 
They reveal that we have long known the “con- 
ecientious objection,” but by another name. It is 
what We commonly cal! plain crwaydisn.

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T was not until the thirteenth cen- 
tury that gloves began to be really 
popular, for not until then did wom-

them. From that time on, however, 
they were more and more worn, and 
those who were able to do so had their 
gloves beautifully embroidered and set 
with precious stones. 

By the time that Queen Elizabeth 
ascended the throne of England, in the 
sixteenth century, the fashion of wear- 
ing gloves had become widespread. She, 
however, as the great fashion leader of 
the day, encouraged their elaborate or- 
namentation. “Not only were the gloves 
of her day richly adorned with ex- 
quisite embroidery and jewels, but they 
were also delicately perfumed. 

We are told that, among Queen Eliza- 
beth’s possessions were many pairs of 
gloves, presented to her by admiring 
courtiers, and she is credited with hav- 
ing remarked to Sir Walter Raleigh, or 
some other favorite, that gloves were a 
suitable gift, if not the only one, for a 
subject to make to his sovereign. It is 
also said that, when the Queen visited 
the University at Cambridge, she was 
presented with a pair of gloves, richly 
ornamented with<gold and embroidery, 
and perfumed. 

The glove is frequently mentioned in 
history, in connection with interesting 
old-time customs. For example, a fold- 
ed glove was often given by one to an- 
other, as a symbol or pledge or gauge; 
vassals, too, had gloves bestowed upon 
them, together with certain rights, such 
as the founding of a town or some such 
thing. 

On the other hand, these landholders 
frequently made a gift of gloves to their 
sovereign or overlord, in return for 
grants of land and privileges. 

Thus gloves acquired a ceremonial 

usage, and for a long time the presenta- 

tion of a pair of gloves was looked upon 
as a signal honor.

REEZES from the fresh, salty air 
BK Over the ocean are quite as brac- 
ing and stimulating to delicate 
women as sea bathing, and long, deep 
exhalations of these breezes should be 
taken into the lungs at all hours of the 
day. 

A prolonged soaking in brine is never 
necessary and the really good effects of 
ccean baths are due to the quick plunge, 
the necessary first shock, the reaction 
and the massage and rubbing of the 
body immediately afterward. This prac- 
tice gives the tonic and bracing effect 
which are so beneficial ‘to the health 
and skin. 

Ocean baths must not be taken in place 
of fresh water bath. for the purpose of 
cleansing the body. When possible, they 
should be followed by a shower of fresh 
water’ to remove the sticky salt. It is 
not the salt which remains on the body 
that stimulates and invigorates, but 
the first shock, followed by reaction 
and brisk rubbing of the body that 
brings health and siimulates the action 
of the blood. Never bathe until two or 
three hours after eating and likewise 
do not partake of food again until com- 
plete reaction and rest have been ob- 
tained. 

It is better to miss a meal than run 
the risk of bringing sbout an attack of 
acute indigestion, cramps and colicky 
pains, which precede the often fatal 
spasms of the abdomer. that surf bath- 
ing, when a person ventures in directly 
after eating, frequently causes. The 
early morning plunge before breakfast 
is the most beneficial. and braces the 
system for the entire day. Then, too, 
the sun is not hot enough to burn the 
skin and cause disfigurement and pain.

The business was 
that of Samuei Williston and his wife, 
who were then living in the Congrega- 
tional parsonage home of the elder Wil- 
liston at Easthampton, 
setts. 
“The manufacture of cloth-covered 
buttons in America,’’ relates Mr. Saw- 
yer, ‘‘began in the Easthampton parson- 
age, and Emily Graves Williston was 
the employer and employe, the business 
manager and the office force. But tho 
demand for her buttons soon exceeded 
what her tireless industry and nimbie 
finge could produce... Here her hus- 
band joined her, having left farming in 
order to become a producer of values 
through manufacturing. The impia- 
ments used in the beginning of this but- 
ton industry were tools rather than ma- 
chines, ani there was little division of 
labor. As the work was originally done 
in tne parsonage, so for a time it was 
done in other hcmes—in the village, then 
beyond the village. A warehouse was 
built in Easthampton. There the materi- 
al was brought from New York, by boat 
to Hartford, and by team from Hartfor1 
to Easthampton. This material was cu: 
in the warehouse and then distributed, 
to be put together in finished buttons 
and brought back. The industry grew 
until 1000 <emilies were empivyea 
throughout Old Hampshire. ly this la- 
bor the wives and daughters in the vil- 
lage, and on the farms, found oppor- 
tunity in spare hours from household 
cares to add t. their income. The Wil- 
lisston teams, taking out button material 
and bringing in finished buttons, becarne 
a familiar and important link, uniting 
remote neighberhoods, and serving as 
a means of communication between 
them, doing errands, carrying messages 
and distributing the news. In the ware- 
house at Fome Mrs. Emily Williston 
ceased to make buttons with her own 
hands, while she directed others. She 
had charge of the office force. At first 
she was all of that force. She conduct- 
ed the correspondence, kept the books, 
made the payroll and bills of lading, 
collected and paid bills.” 

‘The manufacture of cloth-covered 
buttons had become well established 
and profitable, when an _ important 
change was made in the manner of con- 
ducting the business. This was the con, 
centration of the manufacture in oa» 
place, rather than its distribution over 
a wide area. It was the change whica 
came in other New England industries, 
from the piecework in the homes of the 
people to ‘he division of labor in the 
factory. Mr. Williston met in New York

in eating the soups and stews and 
other partially liquid dishes which 
were common in the early days of 


history, but it was probably not long 
before some one discovered the need 
of a metal substitute of some sort and 
set to work to invent it. 

The Egyptians, of course, being a 
highly civilized people thousands and 
thousands of years ago, had spoons 
made of various materials. Doubtless 
many were of glass, since the fabri- 
eation of glass was a leading in- 
dustry of that land. 

Others are known to have been 
made of wood and slate and ivory 
and were, like most. things made in 
Egypt, curiously carved and wrought 
with their religious symbols. 

The ancient Greeks and Romans, 
like the Egyptians, made use of 
spoons long before the era of Chris- 
tianity; theirs, however, were doubt- 
less made of gold and silver and 
bronze, as well as of ivory. 

Many of these early spoons were 
fitted with spike-like handles.which 
helped take the place of knife. and 
fork; the bowls were rather broad 
and shallow, some of them ending 
in a point which was also useful.’ 

Carving was a favorite decoration 
and the Greeks and Romans adorned 
their spoons with elaborate handi- 
craft, picturing their gods and their 
activities. Later on, when the early 
Christians made spoons, they seized 
the opportunity to embDellish both 
the bowls and handles of theirs with 
the symbols of their faith, the sign 
of the cross, the lamb, the fish, and 
sometimes the crown of thorns. 

In the early days of Rome, silver 
furnishings for the table were not 
so common, and it was a frequent 
and ordinary occurrence for the no- 
bility to borrow and lend when en- 
tertainments were being given. 
Spoons of wood and also of horn or 
bone were common during medieva' 
times, for ordinary domestic use. Even 
in the homes of the royalty and nobil- 
ity, it was long before silver spoons 
came into daily use. Spoons were also 
made of bras& and pewter and latten, 
which was an extremely thin sheet met- 
al, quite generally brass. Later on, as 
the art of the goldsmith advanced, more 
elaborate and beautiful spoons were 
fashioned, with golden bowls and: jew- 
eled handles. 

It is said that the earliest reference 
to silver spoons in England was about 
the middle of the thirteenth century. 

Among the most famous spoons of 
history have been the “Apostle” spoons. 
These were made in sets of 12, the 
handle of each terminating in a carved 
figure of one of the 12 aposties. The 
bowl is usually described aa fig-shaped.

FERMAN VIEWS 
OF DR. MICHAELIS 
CABINET SHAKEUP 


— 


Section of Press Expects Conflict 
Between Von Kuhlmann 
and Helfferich. 


RADICALS. DISSATISFIED 
Zimmermann Scolds Chancellor 
for Dropping Tried Men; Con- 
servatives Named. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 7.—Will Dr. von 
Kuehlmann or Dr. Kar! Helfferich, Vice 
Chancellor, be the real director of tlie 
foreign policy under the administration 
of Dr. Michaelis, the Imperial German 
Chancellor, is the political problem of 
the hour in connection with the shakeup 
of Cabinets in Germany. 

It is known that the versatile Dr. He!f- 
ferich desires to have a hand in steering 
Germany's new course in world politics 
after the war, and it is rumored that 
the new Chancellor, unacquainted with 
international affairs, desires to retain 
the ex-bank director (Dr. Helfferich’ ag 
his special adviser and mouthpiece, par- 
ticularly for this field. 

In fact, one of the avowed reasons (or 
Dr. Helfferich’s retention, despite his 
Present unpopularity in the Reichstag, 
is that his views are indispensable in 
peace negotiations. The Berlin Tasge- 
blatt, the local Anzeiger and the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, all refer to the possibility 
the exbank director, (Dr. Helfferich) as 
is understood, is disinclined to permit 
himself to be | Felegated to a subordiaate 
place. 

A second feature of the shakeup is 
the consideration shown the Catliolic 


‘Center party, whose demand fer repre 


sentation in the Impertal and Prussia; 
Cabinets for the Roman Catholic popula 
tion was recognized by the appointrent 
of three Roman Catholics, Spahn, Wail- 
dow and Kuehlmann. With a revocation 
of the anti-Jesuit and Polish exprovria 
tion laws, also part of the centrist pro- 
fram, that party is considered to nav:> 
dore very well as a result of the parlia- 
mentary crisis. 


Radical Press Dissatisfied. 

While the radical and Socialist press 
is dissatisfied at the absence of any 
marked concession to parliamentarisin 
in the new Cabinet and at the. failure to 
consult the Reichstag in any way on ili 
appointments, newspapers of the op- 
posite camp are grieved at the shelving 
of Dr. Beseler, Prussian “Minister o/ 
Justice; Count Loebell, Prussian Min- 
ister of the Lnqnterior, and Baron von 
Schoriemer, Prussian Minister of Agri- 
culture, and other standpatters in Prue- 
sian franchise reform. 

The Tages Zeitung shows its dissatis- 
faction in a short, cool, noncommittal 
paragraph of greeting to the new Ad- 
ministration and by giving far more 
space to sketches of the departing 
statesmen than biographies of the new 
appointees. 

Herr Zimmermann, ex-Foreign Secre- 
tary, in an article in the Lokal Anzeiger, 
scolds Dr. Michaelis for jettisoning those 
tried and trusty officials in favor of 
political novices of untried worth. 

Vossische Zeitang Critical. 

The Vossische Zeitung severely criti- 
cises the appointments of Dr. Helfferich 
and Dr. von Kuehlmann on the ground 
that both favor the rapprochement of 
England, and not of Russia, as a basis 
of post bellum policy. It says Dr. Helf- 
ferich was Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
evil genius in foreign affairs, who first 
delayed unrestricted submarining by get- 
ting out statistics, and then discredited 
it by impossible predictions. 

Theodor Wolff, editur of the Tageblatt, 
scoffs at all the appointments except 
that of Dr. von Kuehlmann, whom he 
advises to use his elbows vigorously to 
gain room to run his own department 
and prevent intrusion by Dr. Helfferich. 

The Lokal Anzeiger aiso advises a 
firm policy, and holds out as an entice- 
ment the glittering opportunity of lead- 
ing the premier military power of the 
world to that just and permanent peace 
which will be as great a victory for Gef- 
many._on the diplomatic field as that of 
Hindenburg on the field of war. The 
adoption of the phrase, 
“Peace by understanding,’’ does not im- 
ply any change of heart in the paper, 
which,is committed absolutely to a pow- 
erful pan-German peace. 

Largely Conservatives. 

The new ministers in the German 
Cabinet have been recruited largely fon: 
the conservative rank«, the Prussian 
under secretaries and heads of the pr>- 
Vincia( bureaucracy being traditiona! of 
that political persuasion. Exceptions ore 
the parliamentarians Von Krause, Na- 
tionalist vice president of the Prussian 
Diet, who, however, belongs to the con- 
servative wing of that party, and Dr. 
Peter Spahn, the aged Catholic leaier, 
whose health is so poor that it is doubt- 
ful whether he will be able to stand the 
Strain of ministerial labors. Hé col- 
lapsed and fainted in * Reichstag 2uvm- 
mittee meeting recently. 

Herr von Waldow, head of the im- 
perial food ministry, is an agerian con- 
servative representing the _ § interesis 
which hampered the work of ais pre- 
decessor, Von Batocki, in every 
possible way. Von Graevinitz, who ic 


under secretary of the imperial chancel- 


ory, occupying a position akin to rhe 
President's secretary in America, also 
is prominent as a Conservative.

More ThatA000 Men a 
Into Defense Unit; ee 
Girls Want to Enlist. 


TENTATIVELY ENROLLED 


Military Staff Will Be Asked to 
Rule on Young Women’s 
Applications. 


More than 1000 men were mustered 
in the Férst Regiment of et. Louis 
Home Guard at the drill grounds at 
Forest Park yesterday afternoon and 
last night. Those not yet enrolled 
will take the oath before the Cap- 
tain of their company, authorized to 
perform this duty. 

According to Col. E. W. Batdorf, 
who has had 30 years military train- 
ing, the mustering in ceremony was 
one of the most impressive he ever 
saw. The mustering stated at 3 
o'clock, and despite the handicap of 
rain hundreds of recruits, i: cluding 
prominent business men, stood in line 
awaiting their turn. As each man was 
required to take the oath of alleg- 
iance separately and sign his name to 
the regimental roll, it was well past 
midnight before the task eas fin- 
ished. 

The work of enrolling «the First 
Regiment was rushed througn at the 
special request of Gov. Gardner, who 
Gesired at least one regiment of the 
Home Guardsmen in service by the 
time the national guardsmen weré 
called away. The Second Battalion 
will drill tonight at the corner of 
King’s highway and Lindell boule- 
vard, and the Third Wednesday 
night. The First Battalion has its 
own drill ground at Webster Groves. 

As soon ag the Fifth Regiment is 
called to the camp at Nevada, the 
Armory will be turned over to. the 
Home Guards. 

Among the applicants received at 
recruiting headquarters yesterday 
were three young ladies, who Mughed 
at the idea of serving in a hospital 
unit and wanted to be placed on a 
footing with the rest of the recruits. 
The young women gave their names 
as Ellen June, 17, 4267 Wyoming 
street; Lola Cleary, age 20, 5943 North 
Market’ street, and Miss Mary 
O’Brien, age 21, 4009 Lincoln avenue. 
All three are employed as stenog- 
raphers at 1403 Boaamen’s Bank 
Building. Whether or not the young 
women will be accepted depends upon 
the ruling of the military staff. 


TEAMSTERS AND HELPERS 
GET A WAGE INCREASE 


New Contract With Employers Gives 
Them $1.50 to $2 a Week 
Raise. 

The Transfer Teamsters’ and Helpers’ 
Union signed a three years’ contract 
with the employers yesterday, effective 
at once, by which drivers and chauf- 
feurs receive increases of $1.50 a wecx, 
and stablemen and ‘“‘pullups’’ (men who 
handle horses helping teams in con- 
struction work) receive increases of $2 

a week. 

The old contract, made at the conclu- 


July 16, since which time the teamsters 
and employes have been holding confer- 
ences to adopt a wage scale and pre- 
vent a strike. Concessions were made 
by both sides. The teamsters wanted a 
scale of $16 for one-horse teams to $22 
for four-horse teams and’ double tims 
for overtime. They finally agreed on 
a scale ranging from $15 to $20.40. 
Wade L. Childress of the Columbia 
Transfer Co. represented the employers, 
and Dan Murphy, seventh vice president 
of the ‘International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, led the union committee.

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~ GERMAN VIEWS 
OF DR. MICHAELIS’ 
CABINET SHAKEUP 


Section of Press Expects Conflict 
Between Von Kuhlmann 
and Helfferich. 


RADICALS. DISSATISFIED 


Zimmermann Scolds Chancellor 
for Dropping Tried Men; Con- 
servatives Named. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 7.—Will Dr. yun 
Kuehlmann or Dr. Kar! Helfferich, Vice 
Chancellor, be the real director of tlie 
foreign policy under the administration 
of Dr. Michaelis, the Imperial German 
Chancellor, is the political problem of 
the hour in connection with the shakeup 
of Cabinets in Germany. 

It is known that the versatile Dr. Helf- 
ferich desires to have a hand in steering 
Germany’s new course in world politics 
after the war, and it is rumored that 
the new Chancellor, unacquainted with 
international affairs, desires to retain 


the ex-bank director (Dr. Helfferich’ ag 
his special adviser and mouthpiece, par- 
ticularly for this field. 

In fact, one of the avowed reasons (or 
Dr. Helfferich’s retention, despite his 
present unpopularity in the Reichstag, 
is that his views are indispensable in 
peace negotiations. The Berlin Tase- 
blatt, the local Anzeiger and the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, all refer to the possibility 
the exbank director, (Dr. Helfferich) as 
is understood, is disinclined to permit 
himself to be relegated to a subordiaate 
place. 

A second feature of the shakeup is 
the consideration shown the Catliolic 
Center party, whose demand fer repre 
sentation in the Impertal and Pruseia> 
Cabinets for the Roman Catholic popula 
tion was recognized by the appointrrent 
of three Roman Catholics, Spahn, ‘Wail- 
dow and Kuehlmann. With a revocation 
of the anti-Jesuit and Polish exprovria 
tion laws, also part of the centrist pro- 
gram, that party is considered to nav? 
dore very well as a result of the parlia- 
mentary crisis. 


Radical Press Dissatisfied. 

While the radical and Socialist press 
is dissatisfied at the absence of any 
marked concession to parliamentarisin 
in the new Cabinet and at the. failure to 
consult the Reichstag in any way on ihe 
appointments, newspapers of the op- 
posite camp are grieved at the shelving 
of Dr. Beseler, Prussian “Minister of 
Justice; Count Loebel!l, Prussian Min- 
ister of the Lnqterior, and Baron von 
Schoriemer, Prussian Minister of Agri- 
culture, and other standpatters in Prue- 
sian franchise reform. 

The Tages Zeitung shows its dissatis- 
faction in a short, cool, noncommittal 
paragraph of greeting to the new Ad- 
ministration and by giving far more 
space to sketches of the departing 
statesmen than biographies of the new 
appointees. 

Herr Zimmermann, ex-Foreign Secre- 
tary, in an article in the Lokal Anzeiger, 
scolds Dr. Michaelis for jettisoning those 
tried and trusty officials in favor of 
political novices of untried worth. 

Vossische Zeitang Critical. 

The Vossische Zeitung severely criti- 
cises the appointments of Dr. Helfferich 
and Dr. von Kuehlmann on the ground 
that both favor the rapprochement of 
England, and not of Russia, as a basis 
of post bellum policy. It says Dr. Helf- 
ferich was Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
evil genius in foreign affairs, who first 
delayed unrestricted submarining by get- 
ting out statistics, and then discredited 
it by impossible predictions. 

Theodor Wolff, editur of the Tageblatt, 
scoffs at all the appointments except 
that of Dr. von Kuehlmann, whom he 
advises to use his elbows vigorously to 
gain room to run his own department 
and prevent intrusion by Dr. Helfferich. 

The Lokal Anzeiger also advises a 
firm policy, and holds out as an entice- 
ment the glittering opportunity of lead- 
ing the premier military power of the 
world to that just and permanent peace 
which will be as great a victory for Gef- 
many on the diplomatic field as that of 
Hindenburg on the field of war. The 
Angzeiger's adoption of the phrase, 
“Peace by understanding,’’ does not im- 
ply any change of heart in the paper, 
which,is committed absolutely to a pow- 
erful pan-German peace. 

Largely Conservatives. 

The new ministers in the German 
Cabinet have been recruited largely f ‘or: 
the conservative ranks, the Prussian 
under secretaries and heads of the pr>- 
Vincia( bureaucracy being traditiona! of 
that political persuasion. Exceptions sre 
the parliamentarians Von Krause, Na- 
tionalist vice president of the Prussian 
Diet, who, however, belongs to the con- 
servative wing of that party, and Dr. 
Peter Spahn, the aged Catholic lea ier, 
whose health is so poor that it is doubt- 
ful whether he will be able to stand the 
Strain of ministerial labors. He col- 
lapsed and fainted in * Reichstag +vm- 
mittee meeting recently. 

Herr von Waldow, head of the im- 
perial food ministry, is an agerian con- 
servative representing the _ § interesis 
which hampered the work of jis pre- 
decessor, Von Batocki, in every 
possible way. Von Graevinitz, who ic 
under secretary of the imperial chancel- 
ory, occupying a position akin to rhe 
President's secretary in America, also 
la prominent as a Conse-vative.

TEAMSTERS AND HELPERS 
GET A WAGE INCREASE 


New Contract With Employers Gives 
Them $1.50 to 32 a Week 
Raise. 

The Transfer Teamsters’ and Helpers’ 
Union signed a three years’ contract 
with the employers yesterday, effective 
at once, by which drivers and chauf- 
feurs receive increases of $1.50 a week, 
and stablemen and “‘pullups’’ (men who 
handle horses helping teams in con- 
struction work) receive increases of $2 

a week. 

The old contract, made at the conclu- 
sion of a strike two years ago, expired 
July 16, since which time the teamsters 
and employes have been holding confer- 
ences to adopt a wage scale and pre- 
vent a strike. Concessions were made 
by both sides. The teamsters wanted a 
scale of $16 for one-horse teams to $22 
for four-horse teams and’ double tims 
for overtime. They finally agreed on 
a scale ranging from $15 to $20.40.
